NEW HIGH SCHOOL 
FACILITIES NEEDED 


Dr. Neil Sullivan, State Commissioner of Education, de- 
clared Monday noontime that Wilmington needed new educa- 
tional facilities for its High School. 

Wilmington has some extremely competent teachers, but 
it will not qualify for State Aid with the present facilities, 
Dr. Sullivan told a group, in the Roman House. In the group 
were educators, a member of the School Committee (Mrs 
Hooper) and two members of the Finance Committee, in- 


cluding Chairman Harry Stewart. 


Sullivan, who looks remarkably like 
Bernard _ ai nyo pe ig 
principal, said that the ones were

He declared 
that he found the present High School 
‘over-utilized’, and that the pupils

Sullivan was of the opinion that the 
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And, while ciriticising Wilmington 
for the lack of progress in High School 
construction, Dr. Sullivan noted that 
Wilmington had had a continuous pro- 
grom of elementary school building. 

When asked if the present High 
School could be used as an intermed- 
iate, he said that a few minor changes 
would provide for the difference. 

“If the enrollment is less than the 
present, it could be adequate’’ he de- 
clared. 

Derek Little, Assistant Superintend- 
ent, addressed himself to this by de- 
claring that using the high school for 
an intermediate school would solve 
the needs of enrollment in those 
grades. The projections, he said, are 
for 900 students.

A hundred foot wide layout for Low- 
ell Street, with a travelled way of 80 
feet wide. And an eighty foot wide 
layout for Woburn Street, southerly 
of Eames Street. 

This was the picture painted Monday 
evening in the Board of Selectmen's 
meeting, for the Selectmen to con- 
sider. 

Long discussed by Professor Eliot, 
Rep. Fred Cain and the Selectmen, 
the plan for widening Lowell Street 
and making a full clover leaf at In- 
terstate Route 93 is now to become 
a fact. State Engineers are working 
on the plans, and Wilmington Select- 
men had a preview of those plans last 
Thursday, in the State DPW office. 

The work of widening, and the cost 
of acquring the land will be shared by 
the State and Federal governments. 
No date has been set for construction. 


Morris explained that the Town is 
now free to expend elsewhere money 
received under Chapter 90 which had 
been earmarked for Lowell Street. 
Chapter 90 funds presently available 
to the Town total $76,000. 

Morris said that the plans for the 
interchange and street widening were 
discussed last Thursday at a meeting 
with the DPW in Boston attended by 
himself, Rep. Fred Cain, Selectmen 
Jim Miceli and Carl Backman, Town 


The DPW made it clear at that time, 
Morris explained, that any additional 
street construction with access to 
that section of Lowell Street to be 
widened should be planned for now be- 
fore the state takes action on their 
Project. 

‘The urgency of the matter before 
the Town was emphasized by the TM 
when he told the Selectmen that hear- 
ings on the project were already 
scheduled by the DPW. 

“The first hearing is scheduled for 
December 15 for map displays and the 
next day there will be a hearing in 
the high school auditorium,’ he 
said. 


Town Engineer Harding explained 
two proposed projects in line with 
the Lowell Street widening and full 
interchange which are included in 
the Planning Board’s Master Plan 
701. Both are designed to releive 
traffic problems present and ex- 
pected in the Lowell- Woburn 
Street area. 

‘The first of these is the Eames 
Street Extension Plan to continue 
Eames Street across Woburn Street 
in a northerly direction to join Low- 
ell Street just east of Lucci’s Super- 
market. “Harding told the Select- 
men that the plan calls for an 80- 
foot wide by-pass with four lanes

He told the Planning Board that there 
were four major considerations to be 
made in the implementation of the 
Project. 

First was th inclusion of sidewalks 
on the proposed new bridge, and the 
retention of one or more of the old 
bridges across the railroad track for 
pedestrians. 

Next was the filling in of wetlands 
in the area. Harding noted that the 
proposed by-pass would have consid- 
erable effect on the existing flooding 
problems in the area of Richmond 
Street and Hobson Avenue. 

One of the major drainage problems 
hinged on the use of salt on the road- 
ways, which would contaminate the 
water supply if Lubbers Brook were 
used for the run-off. Lubbers brook 
goes through the well fields behind 
the old West School. 

One alternative would be to cease 
using salt, and another would be to 
ditch the run-off so as to enter Lub- 
bers Brook below the pumping station. 

The second plan would require the 
taking of easements on two or three 
properties, which could be incorpor-

Flaherty told the Selectmen that 
the residents of Hobson Ave. were 
concerned that they might be facing 
another spring flood as last year 
when some residents had ‘to use 
rowboats to get to their houses.” 


Arthur Harding assured him that 
the plans for easing the problem 
were ready and showed him how the 
DPW intended to drain the over- 
flow area of Lubber’s Brook by

Flaherty told the Board that the 
problem could be vetter solved if 
Lubber’s Brook could only be kept 
flowing properly.

‘The TM added that these projects 
would not necessarily solve the pro- 
blem completely and that he had 
crews working on a variety of jobs 
at the same time. 

As he put it, ‘The area has been 
wet for 35 years and it will be wet 
a little while longer.’ 

Chairman MacDonald added: 
“You have to understand that the 
Town Manager is trying to com- 
plete all his projects before winter.’ 

Other business included the unan- 
mous approval of two outstanding 
applications, one for a limosine 
service from Wilmington to Logan 
Airport by Hudson Buslines, and 
the other for the underground stor- 
age of fuels by Kelmor Trust. 

A petition by Frank Groton of Rea- 
ding Light for installation of a man- 
hole and extension of underground 
wires northward on West Street 
was accepted by the Board. 

The Selectmen also voted unani-

the Town of Reading, on the Ipswich River, about one mile away. 
There 


the roads of Wilmington during the winter, to help remove ice and snow. 


Wilmington has several pumping stations from 
which the town is provided with municipal water. 
Two of them, the Brown‘s Crossing station and 
the Barrows Wellfield, are half a mile of so 


‘‘downstream’ (as the drainage ditches flow) 


from Interstate Highway 93, from whence, it 
might be supposed, winter-time salt might flow 
into the wells. At Barrows Field the flow of 
water is perhaps 50 feet away from the wells, 
and at Brown’s Crossing the flow of water (via 
a natural stream, called, many years ago, 
Kelley's Brook) goes through the well field but 
never directly over any well. : 

Kelley’s Brook starts in a marshland south- 
erly of Salem Street, near the North Intermed- 
iate School, and after picking up surface water 
from Salem Street, Interstate 93, Andover 
Street and Woburn Street flows through the well 
Sven A tributory picks up water from Lockwood 

oad. 

Even more important, another tributory starts 
north of Route 125, in the old Upton Farm area, 
and (in the springtime) after flowing down under 
125 meanders: through an abandoned 36 acre 
gravel pit, in which there are two ponds, both 
of which may well be described as ‘settling’ 
ponds, and the larger of which has what is per- 
haps the finest pickerel in the Town of Wilming- 
ton. A ditch from the second pond, (parttime 
flow) goes under Ainsworth Road, and meanders 
down to join Kelley’s Brook. 

In. other words, if there is any chance that 
salt will get into the Wilmington Water supply, 
both the Brown’s Crossing Station and the Bar- 
rows Wellfield Station should get more than their 
supply of that salt. . 

The evidence is that no salt gets to either 
station. 

Interstate 93 is one ofthe more heavily salted 


“highways in the United States. 


Only last week, in the November meeting of 
the Ipswich River Watershed Commission, the 
listeners were assured by George Coogan of the 


state Department of Public Health that no salt 
gets into water supplies from any state main- 
tained “highway. There is, he said, a close work- 
ing relationship between the State DPW and the 
State DPH. 

In other words, the salt, if any, in Kelley’s 
Brook, doesn’t hurt the water supplies of Wil- 
mington. 


Topsy Turvey Land 


Upstream, if that is the word, from where the 
spring water flows under Route 125 and into that 
old gravel pit, the former Upton farm is now 
being developed into an Industrial Park - Route 
125 Industrial Park. H is planned to be like the 
one that Leo Barbo and friends put in, north of 
Concord Street. Talks between the developers 
and the Planning Board have been going on for 
many months. 

Those talks are practically stopped cold, how- 
ever, by the insistance of members of the Wil- 
mington Planning Board that some device, as 
yet unnamed, be put in to prevent any salt from 
wintertime snow removal operations flowing 
into the waterway that .leads under 125 and 
eventually into the Brown’s Crossing wellfield. 

The Wilmington Planning Board doesn’t want 
the well field endangered by any contamination 
from the proposed road through the Upton farm. 

The intentions are good, but Alice in Wonder- 
land didn’t encounter any weirder arguments. 

The Wilmington Water Department had a 
chance to buy that old gravel pit - and rejected 
it. The Department doesn’t seem to be worried 
about contamination. . 

The State DPH says that there ‘is no salt 
going into the water supply from Route 125. 

But even further ‘upstream’, on a road which 
will probably have the same amount of travel as 
Woburn Street does, right by the pumping sta- 
tion, there is anticipated, by the Planning Board, 
to be danger of salt contamination.

The Wildcats erupted for three 
fourth period touchdowns last Sat- 
urday at No. Reading to subdue a 
stubborn Hornet eleven, 48-6 to 
gain their seventh straight seasonal 
win. Senior halfback Mike Espo- 
sito broke the E Mass. state scor- 
ing record with a 30 point outburst, 
and now has 450 career points with 
a pair of games left. 

In conference action Chelmsford 
tripped Cracut, 13-8 to gain sole 
possession of second place in the 
MVC meanwhile Burlington upset 
Andover, 8-7; Billerica downed 
hapless No. Andover, 33-6 and 
Tewksbury blanked Methuen, 16-0. 

Esposito broke Steve Chew's four- 
year record of 424 points on the 
fourth play of the game with a 46 
yard run and with the kick the Wild- 
cats were off and running 7-0. On 
the ensuing kickoff the Hornets 
marched from their own 32 to the 
Wilmington 22 before a stubborn 
Wildcat defense held. Three straight 
running plays by Co-capt., Dick Gil- 
lis moved the ball into No. Reading 
territory at the 48. But an errant 
Gustus aerial intended for Jepson 
was intercepted by the Hornets second- 
ary. 

No. Reading was unable to move the 
ball after the interception and punted 
out with the Wildcats taking over on 
their own 17.

Mike's placement was 
perfect and the varsity was up, 14-6. 

Later in the second frame Bob Gillis 
recovered a Starble fumble at the Hor- 
nets 49 and the Wildcats took advan- 
tage of the miscue as Dick Gillis 
moved the ball to the 37 on a well 
executed trap up the middle. Espo- 
sito followed with a 9 yard run off 
tackle and with four minutes left in 
the half, Gillis galloped 22 yards to 
the six only to have the run nulli- 
fied by a clipping penalty. With a 
first down at the 21 following the pen- 
alty Capt. Gillis carried twoce to the 
3 where on a first and goal situation, 
four consecutive losses moved the ball 
back to the 15 where the Hornets took 
over.

INSIGHTS 


By Lloyd Bender 


in spite of my own creden- 
tials and experience in the in- 
surance field, the newspaper 
accounts of the Massachusetts 
auto insurance situation, have 
quite frankly, been baffling to 
me. What is lacking is a clear 
concise statement of insurance 
reform and the posture of the in- 
surance companies. 

Representatives of the insur- 
ance companies worked with the 
Legislature to develop the new 
‘no fault’ law. The insurance 
companies are all for insurance 
reform in general and favor the 
‘no fault’ program in particular. 
Even from a pragmatic view they 
are willing to test the effec- 
tiveness of a ‘no fault’ system. 


No one opposes a 15% rate re- 
duction of both legal and admin- 


decrease in premiums. 

But in election year 1970 the 
Legislature has cut out insur- 
ance rate by 15% right across- 
the-board — even on coverages 
where ‘no fault’ does not apply. 
Well, what may seem like a voc- 
tory for the ‘little man’ may 
actually be his undoing.
